tea days-for onrown.” $0 they locked the men 
out. nud. took somo blacklegs. from nglond. 
When they. asked the men to yeturn at! 
the end of the ten days the men said: “No. 
Bofore we return we have one or two little 
matters to clear up.” One of thoxe wad that 
there was to be night work after ton o'clock, 
‘Tne employers connented to this, and published 
ja tho papers statements to the effect that the 
employers were delighted to abolish night work 
ay it was unprofitable, adding that they did 
not get sutisfactory work done ofter ten o’c! lock.” 
Well now, saddenly the omployers demanded 
that the ten o'clock rule shall be ab lished. 
Tho dockers replied: ‘No, It was good thing, , 
go you said in the papere, and we sball continue 
it. Tho. omployera wanted the men to strike 
bot the mon said: ‘No. If there is to be o 
strike, you will have to lock us out... The 
employers. were afraid to lock the men out 
becanse there are certaii strike clauses in 
their agreements with merchants and shippers, 
under which, if they locked the mon out, they 
wauld have to poy compeneation for loss by

Tn conseqaence of the competition 
freights had become tinremunerative and many 
yestols were idle. It was, in hia opinion, wainly

snd promoting stoumship companies that we 
pwael ‘to-day so lurge o proportion of the 
Mercantile Murino of the world, | Te be able to 
boast of a supremacy held on such precarious 
coniitions was a source of dan ger, and a reason 
for diequietude. Profoundly grave decreases in 
or European tradé had taken place dariog, the 
post len years and were continuing to-day. 
Dorivg the last fifteer years the increase in 
the tonnage of British vesrels passing through 
the Suez Canal was considerably less than the 
jnoreuse in the tonnage of vessels belonging to 
German shipowners.

LATE LORD PENRHYN'S 
RELATIONS. | 


GURIOUS STOLY OF TWO GREAT ESTATES. 

George Sholte Gordon Donglas-Ponnant, 
second Lord Penrhyn, vas born September 30, 
1838, and succeeded his father, the firat. pedr, 
in 1886, His first wife was thodaughter of Sir 
Charles Rushout, She died in 1569; and in 
1875 he married Gertrade, daughtor of the Rev. 
Henry Giynno, Restor of Hawarden, 
Hoe jganocecded by his son, the Hon. E. 8. 
Donglas- Pennant, 
Lord Penrhyn will be best remembored as 
the owner of the famous slate qrarries at Beth- 
esda, whore 3,000 men were omplosad. 
Some years ago there were bitter dieputes 
betwoen him and the workers, which rasulted 
in’ thé quarries being closed for 6 considerable 
tims, ‘The men complainel, among other 
things, of the disciplinury rules, demanded o 
minimum wage of 49. 4d., and the right to send 


deputations to their employer from ithe 
whole body of workere, instead of from separate 
grades. 


Lord Penrhyn, a man of groat firmness of 
charactor, would not agree to all these proposals, 
thongh & compromise was altimately agread to 
on some of them. ’. 

Hundreds of the quarrymen left — the 
district during tho dispute, sud Lord Penr- 
hyn was assailed throughout the country as an 
vppressor of labour. ‘e remained unmoved, 
except in one instance, in which he brought 
an action for libal against one of hia critics. 
The Penrhyn estates, including tho quarries, 
came to his family by tho marriage of bis 
father, grandson of the sixteenth Karl of 
Morton, with Juliana, one of the tre daughtors 
of Mr. Dawking Ponnant, of Penrhyn Cattle. 
This Davkins ‘Penoant was knowo a8 
“Jamaica Dawkins.” from his ownership of a 
vast estate in Jumaioa. To one daughter fell 
the Jamaica property,'snd she was referrad to 
in the gousip of the time as “Sugar.” The 
other, Juliana, was left the Penrlyn estate, 
and she was “Siste.” “Sugar” was thought 
the richer of tha two, but after the emancipation 
of tho slaves ‘State’ becama the most sought 
after. a : 

Her property was developed with the most 
splendid results, and hor husband was soon one 
of the wealthiest men in the kingdom, Hor. 
sister marricd Lord Sadoley. 

Lord. Ponrhyn possessed £0,100) acres, and, 
besides his fine castle of Penrbyn, owned 
Wioken Park, at Stony Stratford , and Morti- 
mer Houss, in Halkin-stroot, Belgrave-syuare. 

Before ho succeaded to the peerage he sat io 
tho Hlouge of Commons for gs»me years a8 
Conservative member for Carnavonshire. 

He leaves fiftien childron. twelve of them 
danghters.. Hig oldest son, the now peer, was 
born in 1864. 

By his second marriage Lord Pearbyn was 
-| yelated to the Gladstone family, his second wi fe 
being a daughter of Mra. W..E. Gladstone's 
brother Heory. - 

Lord Penrhyn entertained the King when 
Prince of Wales and the presant Prince and 
Princess of Wales. A great sportsman, he was o 
member of the Jockey Club. ,
